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Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of the 
applicants 1 amendment/remarks filed February 17, 2006 in which it has been 
established that the independent claims 1 ,2,5 (as currently amended) requires that the 
adamantane ring be bonded directly or indirectly to three carboxylic acid groups and to 
"Y4-Xa" whrein Y4 is a single bond or a bivalent aromatic cyclic group and Xa is a 
hydrogen atom or a hydrocarbon group; Aoi does not fairly suggest the inventive 
configuration wherein the adamantane ring is bonded directly or indirectly to three 
carboxylic acid groups and to "Y4-Xa" wherein Y4 is a single bond or a bivalent 
aromatic cyclic group and Xa is a hydrogen atom or a hydrocarbon group; thus the 
rejection of the claims under 35 USC 102(a,e) Aoi have been withdrawn. Further, the 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection over copending application 10/807,426 has 
been withdrawn because the '426 application in Formula (1) requires at least one of X 
and R1-R3 id derivatized; the compound of formula (1) in the instant application is not 
derivatized. Also, the aromatic polyamine denoted by formula (2) of '426 application is 
characterized by at least one R5-R8 being protected by a protection group. The 
compound of formula (2) in the instant application does not have any protecting groups. 
Thus, claims 1-2, and 4-5 are allowable.
